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CB radio: Truckers' way to avoid road arrests! ; 


HARRISBURG, PA. Penn State police Cpl Gary Mysel pulled his patrol car off I-81 

and parked on the berm. A group of tractor trailers roared by and seconds later the 

CB radio in the police car came alive with the excited voices of truck drivers talking. 
"Smokey the Bear's sittin near Exit 28. He's in a plain wrapper, so watch our our 
you'll get some green staps, In truckers Jargon "Smokey the Bear is a state police 
man. A plain wrapper is an unmarked patrol car, and green stamps are speeding ticketz. 
For the next 1/2 hour all went by at regular speed. It was a demonstration of a 
national safety problem. Long haul drivers have established a clandestine and 


largely illegal two way radio network that gives them virtual immunity to speeding 
and overweight arrests. 


Now watch this" Mysel Said. He drove off away from highway, picked up mike and 
"in his best truckers voice Said. Im out here at Exit 28 and Smokeys not in Sight 
C mon and run. C mon C mon! Minutes later the tractor trailers began whizzing 
past. Estimates show about 25% of long hall drivers have CB sets and there is no 
way to tell exactly because most do not take out the required federal license. 

The reasons truckers say they have the radios is to warn of hazards but a six hour 
monitoring of the network on interstate highways near Harrisburg showed that inn-

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PROGRAM REVIEW : Old Timers Day November 25%, 1973 By Arthur J. Schultz W9BR 


Approx 50 members, guests and members of the Indiana Historical Radio Society 

met Sunday afternoon at the Indiana State Museum,, 202 N. Alabama St. to tour 

the facility, inspect the antique radio collection which the IHRS has currently 

on display and to enjoy an audio-slide show "120 Years of Brass Pounding" which 

was prepared by the Antique Wireless Association and presented by Mr. Ross Smith 
president of IHRS. Mr. and Mrs Smith drove here from Elkhart, Ind. in order 

to meet with our Club and provide us with the program. The event started with a 
welcome by our Pres. Jim Sugioka,:W9CKB and a round table intraduction. The IRC 
awarded a brand new award, the Old Timer of the Year Award to Robert B. Annis 

ex - 9CUD in recognition of his many contributions to Amateur Radio and the IRC 
over which he presided during the Depression Years, 1929 and 1930. Art Schultz, 
W9BR wrote and read the Letter of Commendation and presented Mr. Annis as candidate 
for the award. After being presented the Award by Pres. Sugioka, Bob recounted for 
us a number of important highlights and anecdotes of the early history and activity 
of the Club as they occured 44 years ago. 

The Award in the form of a parchment scroll was specially deségned and made by our 
talented artist member, Alvey Pittman, W9EL. 

The Audio-slide show followed the presentation, consisting of three parts: 
first, a review of the invention of the Telegraph by S. F. B. Morse (also a very 
fine portrait artist and painter), the use of various recorders and a vast variety 
of telegraph keys from small hand types to hugh types equipped with pump handles 
to handle the large currents then in use. 

The second part dealt with the organization of the ARRL by Hiram P. Maxim and 
Tuska, early ham wireless stations using spark coils whose signal tone could be 
varied by adjusting the vibration reed of the coil, The sounds of some of these 
earlymonsters was captured on tape so we all enjoyed the extra dimension of sound 
as well as sight. 

The Third part was an old Lantern Slide Show such as preceeded. early movies, and 
specially included in the program for the lafies in the audience. The hero of 
the lantern show was of course, the Radio operator, a dashing officer aboard a 
passenger liner at sea whose expertise and daring make him a hero in a disaster 
and he wins the fair damsel, so its all 88's in the end. Many of the members S 
brought in various of their antique ham gear including Bart's W9MC 1920 first ham 
license which in typical government bungling, did not even carry Bart's name on it. 
a three dial de radio set of 1923 vintage, a coherer dating back to 1891, early 
DeForest triode vacuum tubes dated 1920.and some early radio magazines dated 1914. 

The Chief Op and his XYL, the Ben Gaither's WA9YCA served a beautifully set table 
of a variety of cookies and Ben's delicious coffee. I don't know what Ben does to 
brew such heavenly coffee, I only know I could drink oceans of it. We again 
whsh to thank Mr. Smith and his XYL for driving to Indpls from thei home in Elkhart 
to give us this delightfully nostalgic program and for inviting the members of the 
IHRS to visit with us and enjoy the proceedings. The writer wished to thank Mr. 

Ed Taylor of the IHRS for all his valuable suggestions and assistance in maning 
this all happen so nicely. Thanks Bart. W9MC for getting the slide projector from 
your son, you sure came thru in a terrific pinch and we bppreciate it.
